1) Use this appliance only for its intended purpose as described in this use and care guide. 

2) This washing machine must be properly installed in accordance with the installation instructions be- 
fore it is used. See grounding instructions in the installation section. 

3) Never unplug the machine by pulling on the power cord. Always grip plug firmly and pull straight 
out from outlet. 

4) Repair or replace immediately, all electric service cords that have become frayed or otherwise dam- 
aged. Do not use a cord that shows cracks or abrasion damage along its length or at either the plug 
or connector end. 

5) If your old washing machine is still around the house but not in use, be sure to remove the lid or 
door. This will reduce the possibility of danger to children. 

6) Do not wash articles that have been previously cleaned in, washed in, soaked in, or spotted with 
gasoline, dry cleaning solvents, other flammable or explosive substances. These substances give off 
vapors that could ignite or explode. Do not add any of these substances to washing water to aid in 
cleaning, this could also lead to fire or explosion. 

7) Do not reach into machine if the tub, agitator, or drum is moving. 

8) Do not put your hand(s) under the machine during operation. Moving parts may cause injury to

11) Do not repair or replace any part or attempt any servicing unless it is specifically 
this use and care guide. 

12) Do not use hot water that exceeds DlT^t^ )in temperature. 

13) Under certain conditions, hydrogen gas may be produced in a hot water system that has not been 
used for 2 weeks or more. HYDROGEN GAS IS EXPLOSIVE. If your hot water system has not 
been used for such a period, before using washing machine, turn on all hot water faucets in the 
house and let the water flow from each faucet for several minutes. This will release any accumulat- 
ed hydrogen gas. As the gas is flammable, do not smoke or use an open flame durning this time. 

14) Do not operate machine in the presence of explosive fumes. 

15) keep machine away from children. Hazard exists if curious children fall head first into machine full 
of water and can' back out. 

16) Set-up machine in a dry environment. Unplug machine when not in use or for cleaning. Do not 
unplug if you or unit is in standing water. 

17) Do not overload your electrical outlet. Machine should be plugged directly into wall without the use 
of outlet strips or multi - plug adapters.

Installation Instructions 

1 . ELECTRICAL CONNECTION 



For personal safety, this appliance must be properly groui 
In the event of an electrical short circuit, grounding reduces the risk of 
an escape wire for the electric current. This appliance is equipped with a cord having a grounding wire 
with a grounding plug. The plug must be plugged into an outlet that is properly installed and ground- 
ed. Consult a qualified electrician or service center if the grounding instructions are not completely un- 
derstood. If doubt exists as to whether the appliance is properly grounded, have a qualified electrician 
check the circuit to make sure the outlet is properly grounded. 

Do not under any circumstance, cut or remove the third(ground) prong from the plug. 



Avoid use of extension cords because of potential safety hazards under certain conditions. If it is 
necessary to use an extension cord, use only a 3 — wire extension cord that has a 3 — blade grounding 
plug and a 3 slot wall outlet that will accept the plug. The marked rating of the extension cord must be 
equal to or greater than the electrical rating of the appliance. 
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2. Location 

(A) Place unit in a dry spot, out of sunlight. 

(B) Do not place in location subject to freezing temperatures. 

(C) Install on a firm, level surface. 

(D) Do not install on carpeting. Air must circulate under unit. 

3. Base Board Assembly 

The drain hose on model XQBM15 - D can be reversed to drain from either side of machine. Direct 
hose out whichever side you prefer. The side without hose will have an open hose channel. Close chan- 
nel by installing "Hose Hole Plug" 0 

To install "Base Board"lay front of unit on drop cloth or other soft material to avoid scratching. 
Note : leave Styrofoam insert in inner tub for this step. TTiis will prevent damage to inner springs. In- 
stall the base board to the bottom of unit with 8 screws (included, do not over - tighten). You may 
have to adjust base board from side to side to fit into position. 

4. Leveling Legs 

Place machine in position where it will be used. Check unit for level (you may want to use a level 
for this). Rear legs(feet) are fixed and front legs are adjustable. You can adjust unit for level by loos- 
ening white outer hub on front legs and then turn black leveling legs (in center of white hub.see illus- 
tration 2) . Turn black leveling legs clockwise to lower and counterclockwise to raise. When level is ob- 
tained, retighten white outer hub. 

You may not have a level and sometimes even with a level, you may find that the machine vibrates 
excessively or rocks from side to side during spin cycle. In this case, try to determine low side during 
and adjust leveling leg up on that side. Often a "trial and error"method is best for this procedure. 
Please note that some vibration is normal.

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5. Drain Hose 

Run the drain hose into your sink. Slide the goose neck support into position at the lip of the 
sink. This will hold the hose into place and limit its movement. Please note that the distance from the 
bottom of machine to lip of sink can not be greater than four feet. (See illustration 3) 

6. Water Supply 

Remove the aerator from your faucet spout and determine what faucet type you have(see illustra- 
tion 4). Please follow one section below specific to your faucet. 

* For Outside Thread (see illustration 4A) 

(A) Make sure rubber washer is seated in silver faucet connector. 

(B) Screw connector on to faucet. 

(C) Pull down the collar on the universal joint and push universal joint onto faucet connector. Release 
collar. Universal joint should snap snugly into place. 

(D) Insert rubber washer into the other end of water supply hose and connect to the water inlet valve 
on top of washing machine. 

* For Large Inside Thread (see illustration 4B) 

(A) Insert large rubber washer into the silver faucet connector. 

(B) Screw faucet connector into faucet. 

(C) Follow steps C and D above. 

Note^ (l) The first time you use your machine, inspect carefully for leaks. If a leak occurs, double 
check your connections and if necessary, call service hotline for assistance. 
(2) One end of the inlet hose is marked with red color, this end should be connected to the 
washing machine.

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Operating Instructions 

l.Know Your Machine 

This compact washing machine is probably smaller than machines you have used in the past. It 
washes less clothes and requires less detergent. You will probably use the machine several times before 
you find the perfect amount of detergent needed for the amount of clothes you wash. We recommend 
. 9 ounces of powdered detergent or 1. 4 ounces of liquid detergent per 8 gallons of water. To help you, 
below please find a chart illustrating suggested detergent amounts per pounds of cloths washed.

Please note that since less water volume is used, it is more difficult for machine to dissolve powdered 
laundry detergent. When using powder, we suggest you set water level to low. Add detergent and dis- 
solve it. Then add clothes , reset and select approproate water level. You may find it easier to use liquid 
laundry detergent. 



Do not overload your machine. If your model number is XQBM15 - D,you have a 3 . 3 pound washing 
capacity. If you pruchased the XQBM22-C ,you have a 4.9 pound washing capacity. To give you an 
idea of weight for typical laundry items, please note the following •

Of course all garments are different and have different weights (jeans weigh more then light pants), 
over time you will get to know your machine and its limits. We suggest that you balance the load in 
your machine and start with heavier garments toward the bottom of machine. If machine rocks exces- 
sively during spin cycle, open led and redistribute garments to find a better balance.

2. Water Level Selection 

This function is pretty self explanatory. If you are washing only a few garments, set the level to 
"Low". "Medium"for more garments and "High"for a full load. 

If after you have selected a setting and you want to add more water, turn the knob to the "reset"posi- 
tion and then adjust the knob to a higher position. Once the proper water level is obtained, return the 
knob to its original position. 
2 1/2. Water Temperature 
You can use cold, warm or hot water 
for your wash. Do not use extremly hot 
water(above 13 IT) as it may damage 
hoses and machine. Do not turn your 
faucet to maximum hot temperature. 
As general rule, if water is hot enough 
to scald or hurt your hands, it's hot e- 
nough to damage your machine and 
clothes. 

3. Selecting Wash Cycle 

Please notice that the control panel behind the operation dial has different settings to accommodate your 
laundering needs. This control is also very self explanatory. The chart below illustrates how the ma- 
chine will function according to your selection. Please note that if you select"Wash" , the machine will 
wash only. It will not spin to extract water from garments.

(this stops machine) , adjust setting and pull knob back out to restart. 



4. Wash Sequence 




B. Plug machine into a properly grounded electrical outlet. 

C. Turn on the water to faucet. (Note : Use cold or warm water. Do not use very hot water as it may 
damage machine. ) 

D. Load garments into machine. 

E. Select water level. 

F. Push in selector knob and turn it clockwise to desired wash cycle. Pull knob out to start machine. 

G. Add laundry detergent and close lid . 

H. When wash cycle is complete, a buzzer will sound and machine will shut off. At this time push se- 
lector knob in , turn off tap water and unplug machine. 

I. Remove garments from machine. 

J. Turn off tap water and unplug machine. 

K. When disconnecting inlet and drain hoses, please be aware that some residual water may spill. Have 
dish rags on hand for any accidental spills. Hang hoses from hole on side of machine. 



The XQBM22 - C has a lint trap. Please remove and chean trap after each use or whenever it accumu- 
lates lint. 

2. Water Inlet Valve 

Over time the screen in "Water inlet valve"can accumulate dirt and debris and clog. Additionally, lime 
and other sediments in water can accumulate and form a crust around valve. Periodically, clean water 
inlet valve and screen with a small brush or toothbrush and rinse. 

3 . Cleaning The Cabinet 

Periodically clean the cabinet with a soft cloth and mild detergent. Do not use thinners, gasoline or 
other strong solvents.
